RENO APPLAUDS |

— Presi- 
dent Wilson and his party arrived | 
here at 8:05 p.m., an immediately 
entered automobiles for a brief 
parade which was to terminate at 
a theater where 2000 persons were 
awaiting his arrival.

Contrasting the Peace Conference 
at Versailles with the Congress of 
Vienna, President Wilson declared 
in his address here that the Vienna 
Peace Conference had failed because 
all the governments represented 
there were in the hands of a man 
coterie of autocrats.“ 

At Versailles, said the President, 
the League of Nations covenant was 
drawn up by great democracies so 
that autocracies never again could 
enslave the peoples of the world. 

One of the purposes of the Vien- 

conference, Mr. Wilson asserted, 

to form such a union as would 
hold in check the growing tide of 
democracy. The chief concern of 
the delegates who sat at at Versailles, | 
he added, was to accomplish exactly | 
the opposite. 
ADDRESSES FOUR AUDIENCES. 

Speaking in a theater to a crowd 
of about 2000, the President fre- 
quently was interrupted by applause. 
By an electrical device his words 
were carried to three other theaters | 
holding 1000 persons each. 

The President was welcomed to 
Reno by crowds which cheered him | 
at the railway station and along the 
line of a short automobile ride 
through the principal streets. Gov. 
Boyle presided at the meeting, an 
Mr. Wilson was introduced by

yer, who said he denied the right 
of “a few prominent Senators” to 
commit the Republican party to op- 
position of the peace treaty. The 
treaty, he declared, contained “good 
Republican doctrines.” 

MRS. WILSON CHEERED. 


The crowd rose and cheered when 
the President was introduced and 
there was a demonstration for Mrs. 
Wilson also when Mr. Chandler 
mentioned her name. 

In his reference to the Congress 
of Vienna, the President said the ef- 
fort there made to stifie revolution 
and democracy had been succoss- 
ful in every nation but Germany. | 

It was the invocation of the Mon- 
roe Doctrine, he said, that broke the 
backbone of autocracy’s effort te 
overwhelm South America, and 
added that at Versailles the cycle 
of Mberty had been completed by 
application of the Monroe Doctrine 
to the whole world. 

Unlike the Vienna congrees, said 
the the conference at 
Versailles was made up of men who 
knew they were the servants and 
not the masters of the people. As 
the people’s servants, he said, they 
had carried out their promise of a 
permanent peace. 

WRITTEN IN BATTLES. 


“This treaty was not written, es- 
gentially speaking, in Paris,” he said. 
“It was written at Chateau Thierry. 
in Belleau Woods and in the Ar- 
gonne. 

“Our men did not fight with the 
purpose of coming back and having 
the same thing happen again. They 
fought with the purpose of seeing 
the thing through, and we are Bo- 
ing to see it through.” 

Paying a tribute to the frontier 
spirit of the West, the President 
said it was at the frontier that were 
found the forward-looking people. 
Too many who oppose the treaty, 


he asserted, were looking over their 
shoulders. 
Referring to the “insubordinate 


restlessness” prevailing in Europe 
and Asia, Mr. Wilson asserted that 
the world not only desired peace, 
but must have it. America only, he 
said, could guarantee such a peace, 
Asking his hearers whether they had 
not heard of organizations in Amer- 
ica the purpose of which nothing 
less than to overturn the govern- 
ment itself,” he added that it was 
important to America also that un- 
rest be quieted. 
PEOPLE MISINFORMED. 


Repeating his previous declaration 
in support of Article X and other 
disputed points of the treaty, the 
President said the people had been 
“diligently misinformed” about the 
contents of the document. He 
lauded the labor and mandatory fea- 
tures of the treaty, saying it conati- 
tuted “a great guarantee of justice 
and liberty.” 

The President also discussed the 
objection that the British empire 
would have an unequal representa- 
tion in the league assembly, saying 
that the fear expressed on that score 
was a “bugaboo.” He also explained 
the Shantung provision of the treaty, 
and said the league furnished China 
her best hope of regaining control of 
the province. 

It was at the instance of the Unit- 
ed States, said Mr. Wilson, that Ja- 
Pan promised to return the Shan- 
tung rights to China and interna- 
tional law was so “revolutionized” 
by Artivle XI of the covenant that 
the great powers would be in a posi- 
tion to secure fulfillment of that 
promise. 

WOULD GET IN, NOT OUT. 

Discussing the withdrawal fea- 
ture, Mr. Wilson said he did not 
want to get into the league with a 
fear he might not be able to get 
out, he wanted to go in with the 


he added: 

“I want to get into any kind of} 
trouble that will help liberate man- 
kind. I don’t want to always be 
thinking about my skin or my 
pocketbook or my friendships.” 

He added that when those oppos- 
ing the league feel “the impulse of 
courage instead of the impulse of 
cowardice,” they would see the ques- 
tion in its proper light.

In Most Instances Purchases

AUSTIN (Tex.) Sept. 17.—No one 
knows how many million dollars 
have been lost by careless and over- 
credulous investors in worthless oll 
etock in Texas during the last sev- 
eral months. In the aggregate the 
amount is enormous. In most cases 
the purchase of these oll company 
shares were looked upon as a gamble 
by the investor; in other cases the 
misguided buyers were made to be- 
eve that they were going to make 
a fortune out of a few hundred dol- 
lars ‘nvestment. While the vie- 
tims of the oil sharks are scattered 
all over the United States and the 
list is being added to every day, 
there are more to be found in Texas 
than in any other State. The life- 
time savings of many a man and 
womar have been lost in the wild- 
eat schemes of unscrupulous oil 
company manipulators. Already a 
large number of court proceedings 
have been instituted ‘for the re- 
covery of money lost in this man- 
ner. 

Notwithstanding the swindles that 
are perpetrated in the sale of oil 
stocks that have no real value, there 
is a legitimate side to this phase 
of the industry that is bringing 
profitable returns in the way of 
dividends to thousands of smal! in- 
vestors. It is simply a question of. 
buying stock in the right corpora- 
tion. This can be done only by the 
exercise of deliberate judgment and 
after an investigation of the com- 
pany has been made. 
During the past several days there 
has been considerable discussion in 
oll circles over the alleged ap- 
pearance of salt water in a num- 
ber of wells in the Ranger and 
Burkburnett fields. If this prob- 
lem really exists it is thought it can 
be overcome, just as is done in the 
gulf coast fields.

‘COUNTY UNDER LEASE.

WEATHERFORD (rex) Sept. 
17.—Practically all the land in 
Parker county ig under lease for oil 
prospecting and development pur- 
poses. At this time there are twenty 
oil wells either drilling or prepar- 
ing to drill in Parker county. These 
wells’ are widely scattered over the 
county, and it is believed that sev- 
eral of these will be producers. 

The well of the Ranger-Rock 
Island Company, located eighteen 
miles southwest of the city, is re- 
‘garded as the most promising so far 
as early development is concerned. 
This well is down nearly 3600 feet, 
and is producing several million feet 
of casing-head gas daily. The com- 
pany was placing six-inch casing in 
this well preparatory to its expected 
coming in, when the casing was 
dropped in the well, and while fish- 
ing for the lost casing the derrick 
was accidentally destroyed by fire. 
It will be rebuilt at once and the 
well completed as soon as possible. 

The Parker County Ol and Gas 
Company, pioneer wildcatters in this 
territory, drilled a well in the Mill- 
sap section, northwest of the city, 
which developed oil, and this com- 
pany shipped five cars of high quali- 
ty of oil from that well. The well 
is no longer being pumped. 

Not a well has been drilled in 
Parker county that has not made 
a showing of either gas or oil. That 
is a fact proven by the records. 

It is stated that the trouble with 
the wells drilled here in the past is 
that they have not been put down 
deep enough. Competent geologists 
have expressed the opinion that oll 
in paying quantities will be found 
in Parker county at not less depth 
than 4500 feet, and no test well has 
yet been sunk to that depth. 

So far as immediate development 
is concerned, it depends upon what 
is found by the test wells now being 
drilled. Other fields now being 
developed are producing oil at shal- 
lower depths, and it does not look 
reasonable to suppose there will be 
any great development in Parker 
county until the outside shall: wer 
fields have been thoroughly ex- 
ploited, unless there should be some 
unusual development among the 
wildcatters now working in different 
portions of Parker county.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.— 
Total casualties of the Amer- 
ican army in the European 
war have just been tabulated 
up to Beptember 1, 1919. The 
sum total is 322,182 casualties 
in the army and Marine Corps 
in the United States and Eu- 
rope, including Archangel and 
Viadivostek expeditions in 
Russia. Total battle deaths 
were 50,327. The total num- 
ber killed in action consti- 
tuted 11 per cent. of all casu- 
alties, while 5 per cent. of the 
casualties died of wounds and 
18 per cent, died of disease. 
All missing have been ac- 
counted for. 

The figures: 

Killed in action, 35,585; died 
of wounds, 14,742; total battle 
deaths, 60,327. 

Died of disease, 68,073; died 
of accidents and other causes, 
8092; total, 116,492. 

Wounded in action, 206,690;

TEN DAYS’ AUCTION IS 
$15,354,548. 


[EXCLOBIVE DISPATCH.) 

ST. LOUIS (Mo.) Sept. 22.—With 
the close of Saturday's sales there 
passed into history the largest, both 
in scope of quantities and finance, 
and the most successful fur sale in 
the history of this oid and lucra- 
tive trade. Fifteen million three 
hundred and fifty-four thousand 


five hundred and forty-eight dollars 
is the astounding total of ten days’ 
sales. Both buyers and shippers 
joined in hearty applause when the 

lot was sold and a vote of 
thanks was read from the floor to 
Col. Philip G. Fouke. Over two 
hundred buyers remained until the 
close. Foreign buyers present em- 
phatically asserted their wonder 
and appreciation of the smooth and 
frictionless routine, of sales, while 
promptness of delivery, especially, 
seemed marvelous tv them while the 
auditing and accounting depart- 
ments received their emphatic ap- 
proval. 

Final day of the sale opened with 
280,000 opossum. Early bidding 
was cautious, buyers waiting to see 
if manufacturers bid heavily. When 
the best stuff wag reached, bidding 
improved immediately and frum 
then on the selling was spirited. 
Average quality opossum sold better 
than the April sale. Foreign buyers 
bought well, South America taking 
quite an appreciable amount.

Man and Wife tu Face New 
Charge of Mail Fraud. 


Stating that a complete confes- 
sion had been made by Clarence 
K. Loomis and his wife, Ora Loo- 
mis, charged with forgery in ob- 


Company, W. H. Workman, JZIr., 
general manager of the company 
here, said yesterday that the cou-, 
ple had made use of approximately 
sixty aliases in obtaining a large 
sum of money. Both Loomis and 
his wife are in the County Jail be- 
ing unable to provide $2500 bail. 

Because the couple had to use 
the mails in their operations, it is 
expected that they will have to an- 
swer to a Federal charge also. New 
charges alleging the use of the 
United States mails with intent to 
defraud may be made against them 
immediately, it was stated at the 
company’s office. 

According to information on which 
the original charge of forgery was 
made. they used various names with 
out-of-town addresses, applying by 
mail for loans. After an address 
was recorded in the loan office, it 
was said, the couple would move, 
leaving forwarding addresses in 
each case so that eventually the 
money from the company would 
reach them. Altogether they are 
charged with obtaining $1000. 

According to Mr. Workman, the 
confession obtained from the couple 


attorney for the company. Mr. 
Sprague made the original complaint 
on which Loomis and his wife were 
arrested at a small chicken ranch 
they own, between San Gabriel and 
El Monte.

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STRIKE THREATS FAIL. . 

Reports from the great industrial cen- 
ters of the Bast indicate that the steel 
strike was much more serious in contem- 
plation than it is in operation. It was ad- 
vertised through the mill districts of the 
Ohio and Monongahela valleys as the be- 
ginning of an industrial revolution.

is no reason why the treaty’ should be re- 
jected and no wrongs righted; for one of 


the most important maxims of morals is 


that the best must not be permitted to be- 
come an enemy of the good.

One of Baron Otor!’s suggestions 
for promoting more friendly rela- 
tions between Japan and the I'nited 
States is “the diffusion of mutual 
knowledge of customs, manners, 
etc., through the -mnotion-picture 
agencies of both countries.” 

Yes, and I would like to see our 
American pictures rigidly censored 
by some intelligent patriot before 
they are allowed to leave for Japan, 
too. Both the Japanese and the 
Chinese visit our pictures over there 
for the express purpose of studying 
Us, our tastes, customs and man- 
ners.

Policemen Injured; One not 


Expected to Recover.

SERVICE GOOD. 


Utilities Board Says Things 
are Nearly Normal Now. 


Stephens Sits on Crisweli's 
Jitney Bus Proposal. 


Mediation Body Reports on 
Conciliation Attempt. 


Mayor Snyder, members of the 
City Council, Assistant City Attorney 
Stephens, and members of the May- 
or’s Board of Mediation met with the 
men who have left the employ of 
the Los Angeles Street Railway, dur- 
ing the late strike, yesterday after- 
noon, in the Council chamber at the 
invitation of the Mayor, to discuss 
the street car service. 

General Manager Kuhrts of the 
Los Angeles Railway had been invit- 


ed to participate in this meeting, 
but in a letter sent to the Mayor 
he declined to meet the men who 
have left the employ of his company, 
although he declared his willing- 
ness to meet the city officials in con- 
ference. 

After a long discussion, the meet- 
ing adjourned without anything 
tangible being presented, and the 
Mayor and City Council and City 
Attorney will meet in the Mayor's 
office at 9 a. m., today to consider 
some possible legislation on the gen- 
eral subject. 

At yesterday's meeting Council- 
man Criswell advocated the adop- 
tion by the City Council of a resolu- 
tion suspending the operations of 
the anti-jitney ordinance which was 
adopted on an initiative petition, by 
a vote of the people, and there- 
fore is not subject to change or 
repeal by the Council itself. The 
futility of such a move was pointed 
out by Assistant City Attorney Ste- 
phens, who stated that the ordinance 
outranks any Council action. 

The activities of the meeting in- 
cluded the presentation of the report 
of the Board of Mediation, in which 
it declared that it had taken all 
the steps possible to bring about 
a settlement of the differences be- 
tween the street car officials and 
the men who have left its employ: 
and the reading of a report from 
the Board of Publie Utilities, show- 
ing the present condition of street 
car service compared to normal serv- 


‘ice conditions. 


The Board of Public Utilities’ re- 
port showed that at present the 
Los Angeles Railway is giving an 
eighty per cent. service from six to 
nine Am., that it maintains an 
eighty-eight per cent. service from 
nine a.m., to four p.m., that there 


: is eighty-two per cent. service from 


four to 6:30 p.m., and a sixty-eight 
per cent. service from 6:30 p.m. to 
midnight. The Owi service, it stat- 
ed, a normal one. 

A proposal that the ordinance 
making it a misdemeanor to ride 
on the steps, fenders or tops of cars 
be rigidly enforced was given con- 
siderable discussion. Mayor Snyder 
declared it his opinion that it would: 
be almost impossible to enforce such 
an ordinance under present condi- 
tions, and that any attempt on that 
line would create a strong public 
sentiment against the officers of the 
law and against the strikers.
